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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

• (A), claims 1-5, 8-12 and 15-19: A printing control method/apparatus/computer 
program product which holds printing data in a hierarchical structure and issuing 
a printing job to a printer to cause the printer to print including setting means 
capable of setting different setting values in a lower and upper layer of the 
hierarchical structure and instruction means for, when the setting value different 
from a setting value of the upper layer is set in the lower layer, instructing the 
printer on a setting in the lower layer for each printing data to which the setting 
value is applied. 

• (B), claims 6-7, 13-14 and 20-21: A document processing method/apparatus/ 
computer program product which processes original data having a printing format 
as an attribute including an attribute is given to each node to hold the original 
data in a tree structure and an attribute representing whether to print on only one 
side or two sides of a paper sheet is set as an attribute of the entire original data, 
an attribute representing printing on only one side or the two sides of the paper 
sheet is set as an attribute of each node, the attributes can be independently set, 
and a printing apparatus is switched in accordance with the attribute. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, it appears that no claims are generic.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
